Washington, March 31.—A line ot 
airships of the Zeppelin type, ‘to ply 
between New York and London, via 
Pekin, is proposed by A. Brodbeck, 
president of the Aero club of Utah, 
who says he is already negotiating 
with Count Zeppelin. a 
Brodbeck says the practicability ot 
the Zeppelin ship has been proved.

KING MENELIK 


African Monarch Who 
Modernized His Empire 


KING SOLOMON 
DESCENDANT 


Claim of Menelik, Who Re- 
sponds to Death's Summons 


GRANDSON HEIR TO THRONE 


Indications That Reactlonists Have 
Already Begun to Get Busy—Aged 
Monarch Fought Italy Successfully, 
Killing Ten Thousand Men, 
Won Independence—Turbulent Sub- 
jects Checked by His Law Alone 


Addis Abeba, Abyssinia, March 31. 
—Menelik Il, emperor of Abyssinia, 
Lion of Judah, is dead at the age of 66 
years, and in the twenty-first year ot 
his reign. Prince Lyg Eyassu, grand- 
son of the late monarch, is heir to the 
throne. The monarch was stricken 
with apoplexy last October and never 
recovered his health. 
longer to 
carry on the affairs of state, Ras Tas- 
sama, the regent, with the approval 
of the the principal chiefs, took over 
the reins of government. At the same 
time Empress Taitou was deprived of 
all power of interference in the gov- 
ernment, and her appointments made 
among her favorites were annulled. 

Prince Lyg Eyassu was proclaimed 
heir to the throne on May 18 last. He 
is 14 years of age, and little less than 
a year ago was married to the grand- 
daughter, aged 7 years, of the late 
Emperor John and niece of Empress 
Taitou. 

The empress is reported to have 
been imprisoned by the followers of 
Lyg Eyassu. 

Since 1889 Menelik has been the 
undisputed ruler of Abyssinia, having 
been’ elected by the Abyssian chief- 
tains over Ras Mangasha. King 
Menelik claims to be a direct 
descendant of Solomon, by _ the 
Queen of Sheba, and was_ born 
on July 17, 1844. He was the son of 
the King of Shoa, but was captured 
in his youth by the governor of Kon- 
dar, who had usurped the throne, 
under the title of Theodore III. 

Menelik made war on Theodore and 
his successor, Emperor Johannes. 
Finally he married his daughter to 
Res Area, the emperor’s son, and was 
tacitly acknowledged the heir to the 
throne. After Res Area died Emperor 
Johannes was killed in battle and 
Menelik became Negue of Abyssinia. 

Refusing to acknowledge the domi- 
nation of Italy over his country, 
Menelik compelled the Italian army to 
capitulate at Adowa in 1896, when a 
treaty was signed recognizing the 
absolute independence of Abyssinia. 
Ever since than peace has crowned 
Menelik’s foreign policy and the coun- 
try has prospered. 

The result of the battle of Adowa 
was one of the most crushing defeats 
ever suffered by the Italian nation. 
The Italian army of 18,000 men was 
swept out of existence, and 10,000 of 
them left dead on the battlefield. 

But Menelik was more than a war- 
rior. He was also a diplomat of such 


a high order that by playing off the 


conflicting desires of the European 


powers for his domain, he succeeded 


in keeping Abyssinia the only real in- 
dependent state, free from outside In- 
terference of any kind.

| PROFESSOR AGASSIZ DEAD 


Became Famous as Leader In Scien- 
tific and Mining Interests 


Boston, March 30.—A_ wireless 
message was received here saying that 
Alexander Agassiz, president of the 
Calumet and Hecla Mining company 
and one of those principally responsi- 
ble for its developments, a generous 
benefactor of Harvard university, 
philanthropist, ‘noted scientist and 
holder of honors from many great 
scientific bodies, died:on the steamer 
Adriatic, due in New York today. 

News of Professor Agassiz’s death 
came as a great surprise and shock. 


‘So far as his intimates knew he was 


in the best of health. 

Professor Agassiz was the son of the 
“Great Louis’’ Agassiz, the famous 
Harvard geologist, and followed in 
his father’s footsteps. For many 
years he devoted his time to the Har- 
vard department of comparative zool- 
ogy, founded by his father, and did 
much exploration work that won him 
fame. 

Professor Agassiz was a millionaire 
Many times over, but never allowed 
that to interfere with his work as a 
scientist. He was president of the 
National Academy of Sciences. He 
was born in Switzerland seventy-four 
years ago. 


SOLD “LOVE CHARMS” 


Violator of Our Postal Regulations 
Has to Pay Fine of $50 : 

Boston, March 30.—Joseph Kowal- 
evsky, who attempted to do a mail 
order business in alleged efficacious 
love charms at 25 cents each, was 
fined $50 by Judge Lowell in the Unit- 
ed States circuit court for violation of 
the postal regulations. 

The “charm” was advertised in New 
York and was produced by writing the 
names of the unresponsive lover, the 
loving one, and also of Adam and Eve 
on four leaves of a tree, which were 
burned and the ashes cast into the 
drink of the cold-hearted one. The 
spell would be effective, it was al- 
leged, provided the ashes were con- 
sumed in the drink. 


SIXTEEN MORE MEN 
CALLED GRAFTERS 


Pittsburg Councilmen Charged 
With Taking Bribes 


Pittsburg, March 31.—Dr. E, R. 
Walters, former president of select 
council, who is director of public 
health and charities, was indicted as 
the alleged recipient of $1000 in brib- 
ery money, and fifteen other former 
councilmen were charged in the grand 
jury’s report as having received 
amounts ranging from $500 to $250. 

The indictments make a total of 
ninety-one in three reports by the 
grand jury within two weeks, and 
there are more to come, District At- 
torney Blakeley says. 

To this end the inquisitorial body 
_had before it yesterday thirty more of- 
ficials, directors and employes of the 
six banks alleged to have paid money 
to obtain an ordinance naming them 
as city depositories. 


EXPLOSION ON CRUISER 


Eight Men Killed and Others Hurt 
When Breechliock Blows Off 

Manila, March 29.—Hight men were 
killed and several. others slightly in- 
jured on the cruiser Charleston, Dur- 
ing practice at sea off Olongapo the 
breechlock of a three-inch gun blew 
off and in its flight across the deck 
cut through a_ steel stanchion and 
mowed down the men in its path. 
Seven of the victims were instantly 
killed, while an eighth died as the 
Charleston was hurrying to Cavite. 

The cause of the explosion is not 
known. Read Admiral Hubbard, 
commander-in-chief of the Asiatic 
fleet, has ordered an investigation. 
The bodies of the victims will be 
buried at Cavite. 


DEATH OF JUSTICE BREWER 


Missionaries’ Son Became Member of 
the Supreme Bench 

Washington, March 29.—David J. 
Brewer, associate justice of the su- 
preme court of the United States since 
1889, died last night from a stroke of 
apoplexy. His death occurred a min- 
ute or two before he could be carried 
to his bed. :

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SENATOR CONGER 


Leading Figure In New 
York’s Legislative Scandal 


CONVICTED IN 
BRIBERY CASE 


Charges Against Allds Sus- 
tained by Vote of 40 to 9 


RESIGNS FROM THE SENATE 


Action Taken Previous to Casting of 
Vote Causes Big Surprise and Places 
Him Beyond Jurisdiction of Legis- 
lative Body—Conger Likely to Be 
Put on Trial Next—Sensational De- 
velopments Looked -For | 


Albany, March 30.—State Senator 
Jotham P. Allds of Chenango county 
was found guilty by a vote of 40 to 9 
In the senate, of accepting a $1000 
bribe from the bridge interests in 1901. 

Politically, the vote stood: For sus- 
taining the charges, Republicans, 29; 
Democrats, 11. Against sustaining 
the charges, Republicans, 4; Demo- 
crats, 5. 

The verdict followed his resigna- 
tion from: the senate and marks the: 
end of the hearing of the charge, pre- 
ferred by Senator Conger, which has 
extended over seven weeks, revealing 
many side lights on the startling na- 
ture of the condition of the legislature 
nine years ago. 

Allds’ resignation was a big sur- 
.prise. It was handed in on the ad- 
vice of counsel. The action threw 
the senate into confusion. There, were 
groups of senators standing about dis- 
cussing the latest turn that the sen- 
sational affair has taken. Inasmuch 
as a vacancy has been created and the 
senator has removed himself from the 
jurisdiction of the senate that body 
was unable to punish Allds. 

The question of what shall be done 
with Conger still remains. A report 
that Conger intended to follow Allds’ 
example and resign proved unfounded 
and his future action fs still in doubt. 

Majority leader Cobb introduced a 
resolution providing for the formal 
presentation of charges against Con- 
ger, based on the evidence brought 
out by the investigation that he gave 
a bribe to influence legislation. The 
senate postponed action on this propo- 
sition and adjourned for the day, after 
formally adopting the report of the 
committee of the whole, in which the 
question was first decided. 

The voting was delayed by the res- 
ignation of Allds, ‘which for a time 
threatened to disrupt the program. A 
number of senators saw in this de- 
velopment a chance to avoid commit- 
ting themselves individually- on the 
main question. A tentative proposi- 
tion to dispense with a vote on the 
question of sustaining the charges 
was discussed during a short recess, 
but the appeal of Cobb that the mem- 
bers had no right to avoid the re- 
sponsibility in this way finally pre- 
vailed and the voting followed. 

A statement given out by Allds’ 
counsel declared that Allds resigned 
on the advice of his attorneys because 
the latter were satisfied that his case 
was not to be decided by the evidence, 
but by political expediency and influ- 
ence brought to bear from “Washing- 
ton and elsewhere.”

Allds’ 
resignation makes it possible for Gov- 
ernor Hughes to call a special election 
for the immediate selection of Allds’ 
successor. Provisions for a general 
Investigation of alleged legislative 
corruption will now be made with all 
speed.

Franklin, N. H., March 31.—One 
of the pulp mills at the local plant of 
the International Paper company, 
where the union pulp, sulphite and 
paper mill workers are on strike, was 
boarded up last evening and its opera- 
tion apparently is to be abandoned for 
an extended period.

Liverpool, March 30.—Thirty-four 
whites were massacred on the African 
ivory coast by cannibal Kroos and 
Fantees, who ate one of their vic- 
tims.

Carriage Containing Guests Smashed 
by Train When Nearing Church 

Waverley, Mass., March 30.—Two 
lives were lost in a grade crossing ac- 
cident here last night,.in which a 
carriage on the way to a wedding was 
struck by a train not 100 yards from 
the church in which the ceremony was 
to take place. . 

Charles A. Bryer of Centre Harbor, 
N. H., brother-in-law of the bride, 
was killed, as was Ernest M. Harlow, 
a local carriage driver, | and Mrs. 
Katherine M. Bryer, wife of the 
former and the bride’s own sister, 
was so seriously inured that she may 
die.. : : 

The church wedding was not held, 
but the marriage was celebrated 
quietly in the home of George C. 
Flett, father of the bride and of Mrs. 
Bryer. In another room, while the 
ceremony was taking place, Mrs. 
Bryer was suffering from three frac- 
tured ribs, a dislocated shoulder and 
possibly internal injuries.

TAFT ENDS TARIFF DISPUTE 


Both the United States and Canada 
Will Be-Benefited 


Washington, March 31.—President 
Taft has issued the proclamation ex- 
tending the minimum rates of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill to Canada. 
This brings to a successful conclusion 
negotiations extending over several 
months, and ending happily, princi- 
pally because Canada‘took the matter 
up directly with the United States. 

Canada gets the minimum _ tariff 
rates and in return gives to the United 
States important reductions on thir- 
teen schedules in which there is active 
or prospective competition between the 
products of France and other coun- 
tries with which Canada has reciproc- 
ity agreements. 

This meets the contention that the 
rates extended by the Dominion gov- 
ernment to France and twelve other 
countries constitute “undue”  dis- 
crimination against the United States. 


250 MERRYMAKERS 
KILLED AT A FIRE 


Victims Meet Death In Hunga- 
rlan Hotel Ballroom 


Mate-Szalka, Hungary, March 29. 
—Two hundred and fifty people were 
killed and many others’ injured at 
Oekoerito, when fire broke out in a 
hotel where a ball was being held. 

A coach house connected with the 
hotel had been fitted up as a ballroom, 
and was crowded with several hun- 
dred guests when the fire started. It 
was first noticed when a woman's 
dress was seen to be ablaze, and a 
moment later the gowns of severa! 
other women were in flames. 

A panic followed, and in a mad rush 
to the exits many persons fell and 
were trodden to death by others. Tc 
make matters worse the roof fell in 
before the hall could be cleared, and 
many injured ones and those who, be- 
cause of the crush at the doors had 
been prevented from making their es- 
cape, were buried with the dead in 
the ruins.

We wonder how many of our good 
people realize that forest fires cannot 
be set without a permit signed by the 
forest fire ward at any time between 
the first day of April and the first day 
vf October. The law is ‘so timely 
and important -for consideration at 
this time that we publish it herewith. | 


Chapter 32. Section 24. Ina town 
which accepts the provisions of ‘this sec- 
tion or has accepted the corresponding 
provisions of. earlier laws, no fire shall be 
set in the open air between the first day 
of April and the first day of October, 
unless by written permission of a forest 
fire ward, The fire ward shall cause 
public notice to be given of the provision 
of this section, and shall enforce the same. |

YE OLD FASHIONED SPELLING BE 


First Match for Lincoln Prizes a Successful Event, 


A good Beginning in a Revival of 
Interest in Spelling. 


_ The first, annual contest in spell- 
ing for the Varnum Lincoln prizes 
took place last night in the town hall 
before a large and enthusiastic audi- 
ence. Seldom does such a large 
crowd of people gather in an Ando- 
ver hall. By 7.15 the seating capac- 
ity was well filled, and by the time 
the contest opened even the standing 
room was taxed to the utmost. 

Over 150 children were entered in 
the “match” and the task of arrang 
ing and carrying out a plan by which 
the contestants could spell by sides 
and still be’ heard and’ seen by the 
audience, was by no means an_ easy 
one, but those in charge accomplished 
it fairly well. The pupils, who ranged 
from ten to eighteen years, formed 
in two long lines and then slowly 
marched towards the platform, where 
all the spelling. was done. After 
spelling, the child passed out through 
the wing to the end of the’line. If 
he failed to spell correctly, he took 
a seat at the rear of the hall. 

Principal Alfred E. Stearns of Phil- 
lips Academy gave out the words, 
using a list which had been previous- 
ly prepared, At first the words were 
easy and commonly used ones. Later 
they grew longer and harder. Ac- 
cording to the rules governing the 
contest, a word could not be repeat- 
ed unless on decision of an umpire. 
It could be spelled completely 
through but once. The spellers were 
allowed, however, to make correc- 
tions if they had not finished their 
word, If the conductor or, umpire 
failed to understand the spelling, it 
could be repeated exactly the same 
as before. Webster's Dictionary was 
taken as the standard. 

As soon as all arrangements were 
completed, the contest began, and 
the sides, headed by Robert. W. 
Morse, the first prize winner, and Lu- 
cretia Lowe, who carried off the sec- 
ond honor, spelled alternately. At 
first there were few failures and the 
long lines passed on with only a few 
dropping out to occupy those seats 
in the rear of the hall. Once or twice, 
however, a word was given ‘which 
made havoc in the ranks, especially 
those of the smaller children. 


“Gauzy” was one which was particu- 
larly troublesome. The small urchin 
to whom the word was given hesi- 
tated and finally spelled ‘“gorsey.” 
“Next!” said the conductor. Another 
bit of hesitation, and then “gorsey” 


again, and so it went still spelled in 
the same way until a more level- 
headed miss made the necessary” cor- 
rection. Another word on which 
many of the younger Stowe ‘school 
children went down was “unique.” 
This' was spelled “unick,” “unike,” 
and one youngster even ventured 
“uneake,” hoping to avoid that 
“Next.” Other laughable errors 
were “‘sircle,” “garrett,” “neibor,” 
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“mirrer,” “soarce,”. “bravory,” etc. 


In spite of these mistakes which 
were bound to come, the spelling on 
the whole was well done, taking into 
consideration the fact that for many 
of the children the contest was: a 
novel one. Finally the lines dwindled 
so that it was thought advisable to 


. discontinue the spelling by sides and 


to pass the words round and round. 
This was done and gradually the 
smaller children dropped out one by 
one, all except one little girl, Annie 
Ness, who made a brave showing all 
through the evening. She, however, 
met her Waterloo, much to the dis- 


appointment of the audience, but not} 


until she had spelled down all the 
contestants of her own age and not 
a few older ones. At the close of the 
match, through the kindness of Mr. 
Lincoln, who was present, she was 
given in recognition of her good 
work, a special prize of one dollar. 
Little by little the number of spell- 
ers diminished until it was evident 


who the seven winners were to be, | 
but still the one who stood highest | 


could not yet be ascertained, ‘Those 
remaining were Robert ' Morse, Lu- 
cretia’ Lowe, Norman Thompson, 


William Cronin, Katherine McNally, | 
Mildred Jenkins, and Edith Kier- | 
stead. One by one they went down | 


until only two were left, Lucretia 
Lowe and Robert Morse. Then the 
interest grew intense and for some 
time the spelling went on, each pro- 
ceeding cautiously, until at last Miss 
Lowe failed on- “herbarium,” and 
took her seat amid much applause 
from the audience for her good work. 
Morse was left winner, and after he 
had spelled the word correctly, the 
awarding of the prizes began. They 
were given out as follows: Robert 
W. Morse. $15, Lucretia: Lowe $10, 


Norman Thompson $5, Katherine | 
McNally $4, Mildred Jenkins $3, Wil- | 


liam Cronin- $2, Edith Kierstead $1, 
and the special award of $1 to Annie 
Ness. 


Obituaries 


CHARLES SPRAGUE SMITH 


Charles Sprague Smith, educator, 
lecturer and author, died at midnight 
on March 30, in the home of his 
brother-in-law. He had been ill only 
a week, A severe cold, which devel- 
oped into pneumonia, was the cause 
of death. 

Prof. Smith was born in Andover, 
Mass., April 27, 1853, the son of Rev. 
Charles Smith, pastor of the South 
church. He was a graduate of Am- 
herst college 35 years ago, supple 
menting his course there by six years’ 
work in the universities of Berlin, 
Paris, Rome, Madrid, Oxford and 
Scandinavia, studying the languages 
of every country he visited. 

He occupied the chair of modern 


languages and foreign literature in, 


Columbia university from 1880 to 
1891, but had been engaged for the 
past 12 years chiefly in lecturing and 
in educational work of the People’s 
institute, in Cooper union, New York 
city, of which he was the founder in 
1897 and managing director. In 1895 
he organized the Comparative Litera- 


i ture society and had ever since been 


its president. 

Mrs. Smith, who was~Miss- Isabelle 
Dwight, is now in Europe. 

Mr. Smith will be remembered by 
many Andover people, with whom he 
grew up as a boy in Andover schools. 
His great work as.a social worker in 
his last years has attracted widespread 
attention, stamping -him as a leader in 
that sort of work. 


ALONZO L. RHODES 


The many friends of ‘Alonzo L. 
Rhodes were®surprised and grieved 
to learn of his death which occurred 
on Wednesday morning of this week. 
After an illness of only a few days, 
complicated by pneumonia, from 
which he was unable to rally, he 
passed away at his home in Beth- 
lehem, Penn., aged forty years. He 
leaves a widow and two children, two 
brothers, Thomas and Walter, and 
one sister, Mrs. Alice Clark of Bos- 
ton. 

Born in Methuen, but for many 
years a resident of Andover, he was 
well liked and respected by all who 
knew him. After leaving school he 
engaged in the jewelry business un- 
der J. E. Whiting. Later he re- 
moved to Philadelphia, where he be- 
came an agent for, a safe manutac- 
turing company. From _ there he 
went to Baltimore and thence to 
Bethlehem, where he assumed the po- 
sition which he occupied at the time 
of his death, that of vault engineer 
with the Bethlehem Steel Company. 

The funeral services were held at 
his late home this afternoon. The 
body will be brought to Andover for 
burial tomorrow morning, and inter- 
ment will be in Spring Grove ceme- 
tery.

| Of Wide-Spread Interest to Farmers 


The Massachusetts Agricultural 
Experiment Station has _ recently 
issued two’ bulletins which will prove 
of interest and value to a very large 
| proportion of the farmers of the state. 

The first of these, Bulletin No. 131, 
gives the results of the inspection of 
| commercial fertilizers for the season 

of 1909. It briefly discusses valu- 

ations, retail cash prices and the wis- 

| dom of buying only high grade ferti- 
| lizers. General mention is made of 
fertilizer brands which show.a serious 
commercial shortage, and summaries 
indicate the average quality of the 
| fertilizers offered, The bulletin in- 
cludes tables of analyses which show 
the detailed composition of the ferti- 
lizers sold in the state. 

The other bulletin, No. 132, pre- 
sents the results of the inspection of 
| commercial feed stuffs found in the 
Massachusetts’ markets during the 
year 1909. It includes such comments 
| as are called for by the results of the 
inspection. Topics of especial im- 
portance are weed seeds in feed stuffs, 
weight of sacked grains, and com- 
| plete rations for dairy stock. In ad- 
i dition the’ bulletin contains a tabu- 
| lated list of: wholesale costs of feed- 
ing stuffs for the year.

High Cost of Living 

rr oe eG 

The attempt of the Democrats to 
lay the high cost of living to the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill is being at- 
tacked by Republican leaders all over 
the country. 

President Taft in his Lincoln day 
speech put it right when he said: 
‘This bill was a downward revision, 
It was not downward with reference 
to silks or liquors or high-priced cot- 
tons in the nature of luxuries.” 

All appreciate the fact that the cost 
of living is increasing, some say as 
high as 70 per cent in the past ten 
years 1S a fair estimate. 

rhe man who can solve this per- 
plexing question is the one the peo- 
ple are looking for, 

hat it is not the tariff is shown 
that in free trade England as well 
as protected America the cost of liy- 
ing 1S Increasing in the same propor- 
tion. as in this country. 

High prices always . follow high 
prosperity, and low prices general de- 
pression, and no country is enjoying 
greater business prosperity than’ ours. 

While business is good in the vol- 
ume done, neither the manufacturer 
or the salaried man, or. the laborer 
realizes ‘an increase in their income 
in keeping with the price of living. 

Men who realize that it is not the 
tariff that causes this increase are 
looking elsewhere. The financier 
claims it is the amount of money in 
circulation, That the vast discovery 
of gold in the last decade has made 
that metal plentiful, 

Supply and demand used to regu- 
late prices, but now we have grown 
to a position where we interfere with 
and often ‘regulate the supply. No 
matter what the demand. Great stor- 
age warehouses, business combina- 
tions of capital and good and bad 
trusts are all factors in the control of 
supplies. : 

The activity of labor organizations, 
in itself as much of a trust as many 
others, has contributed its share. 
Shorter hours of labor, increased 
wages and large expenditures for 
municipal and state parks and _ insti- 
tutions all add a part, for we cannot 
lose sight of the fact that the con- 
sumer pays the bill. 
or where the expenditure, the bill for 
it all goes to the consumer. 

But as Congressman Gardner has 
pointed out, the new tariff law is in 
no wise responsible for the increased 
cost of living. As” he said: 

“Canada has the same trouble ‘that 
we have, but no one there lays the 
high price of living to the tariff for 
the reason that it is a low tariff 
country,” 

The removal of the tariff or the re- 
duction of the tariff on the protected 
industries of this country would not 
help the situation, but make it worse, 
for now the American workman is 
well employed at a wage much higher 
than his brother in any foreign coun- 
try, and the only way the 
manufacturer could compete with 
foreign manufacture would be by a 
corresponding reduction of labor and 
the importation of foreign raw ma- 
terial which would make useless the 
products raised in our own country. 

An illustration of this is shown by 
a manufacturer of machinery who was 
compelled to build the machines sold 
in England in that country in order to 
protect the patents.

It is a time of trial. The world 
seems given over to evil. The right- 
eous are out of sight. Falsehood, 
flattery and fraud; insolence, oppres- 
sion and violence are rampant. 

The Psalmist breaks Out into a cry, 
which is a prayer—a prayer of two 
syllables, “Lord, Save.” 

OUTLINE 

The Psalm has two parts of two 
stanzas each, each stanza having two 
double lines. First part (1-4). I stan- 
za, prayer and complaint; (1) faith- 
fulness; (2) hypocrisy and treachery 
are everywhere, 

II stanza, an appeal; (3), May Je- 
hovah cut off the proud; (4), Who say 
our lips are our own, and who is lord 
over us? 

Second part (5-8). III stanza, Je- 
hovah’s response. (See ex. 2:24) (v5) 
For the sighing of the needy now will 
I arise, saith the Lord. I will set 


them in safety, (v6) The Psalmist 
contrasts God’s words of praise with 


for some high-toned note paper. 


the dross of words of the wicked. 
The words of the Lord are pure 
words. 


1V stanza, the Psalmist rests inthe 
promise, though the wicked are not 
destroyed. (v7), Thou shalt keep 
them, O Lord. (v8), Even when vile- 
ness is exalted among the sons of 
men. 

Such periods! frequently recur in 
Old Testament history. Similar com- 
plaints are found in the prophets. St, 
James seems to have found the Jew- 
ish Christians in the same surround- 
ings. It was true of the Jewish peo- 
ple in the time of Christ. Israel 
served Jehovah all the days of Joshua 
and all the days of the elders that 
outlived Joshua, and had known all 
the work of Jehovah which he had 
wrought for-Israel. 


Israel was gifted with an intellect- 
ual capacity, and a high degree of 
moral and spiritual power attained 
by the divine discipline of forty years 
under the direction of their great 
leaders; men of absolute loyalty to 
God. Such men are the salt of the 
earth, the light of the world. They 
are a living, standing rebuke of ail 
unrighteousness. 

The lesson of such lives is a vital 
force. It permeates the atmosphere 
in which they move; and makes them 
a means of communication between 
the Divine Spirit and. the human soul. 
Here is the responsibility of Christian 
discipleship, to draw men to God by 
the love which is shed abroad in our 
hearts by his spirit. As every man 
hath received the gift, let him’ minis- 
ter the same as a good steward of the 
manifold graces of God, and so be- 
come a channel between the human 
and the divine. 


Religion comes not to destroy but 
to fulfil, Not to banish the sinful 
man, but to transform him into the 
image of Christ. 

This principle is hidden in our 
Psalm. The author prays for the 
destruction of sinners in order to se- 
cure the deliverance of the good. But 
the promise is not that the proud 
shall perish, but that the meek shall 
be preserved, and shielded from their 
foes. 

God is always reluctant to execute 
judgment upon the guilty, He calls 
it his strange work. Is, 28:11. He is 
waiting to be gracious. 

As we look around us we find occa- 
sion both for despondency: and. ex- 
ultation. To the question, “Watch- 
man, what of the night?” the reply 
remains, “The morning cometh and 
also the night.” 


There is an evil leaven. working 
everywhere, multiplying the victims 
of fraud and apprehension. There is 
much that is hollow and unreal. But 
there is an increasingly strong and 
faithful fight for righteousness and 
truth, and we are sure that the do- 
minion and the greatness of the king- 
dom shall be given to the saints of 
the most high.

How Bees Find Their Way. 

How are bees able to find their way 
home after their long forays after 
honey? Gaston Bonnier of Paris has 
been studying their directive sense, 
which he thinks Is like that possessed 
by pigeons. Bees can fly for two miles 
from the hive and are then able to re- 
turn after gathering their supply of 
honey. Langstroth and others suppose 
that vision comes into play and that 
bees can see for a great distance and 
can also note objects on the way so as 
to find their path. Others, with Da- 
dant, spppose that the bees are guided 
by the sense of smell and that they 
can smell flowers at distances of one 
and a half miles. M. Bonnier has 
made experiments to prove that bees 
can return to the hive without using 
either sight or odor. As to sight, te 
took bees to a distance of one and two- 
tenths miles from the hive in a closed 
box. They always flew back to the 
hive when released. The same is true 
when their eyes were covered, so that 
sight was not essential. 

As regards odor, experiments seem 
to prove that bees perceive odors at 
‘only short distances. When a needle 
dipped in ether is brought near the 
head of the bee, it shows signs of per- 
ceiving the odor, but not so when the 
needle is placed back of him or near 
other organs. Besides, when the or- 
gans of smell (antennae) are removed 
entirely the bees will return to the 
hive. M. Bonnier made the following 
experiment; At 600 feet from the hive 
be placed a supply of sirup, and the 
bees soon found it, proceeding to and 
from the hive. Such bees he marked 
with green colored powder. He then 
placed a second supply of sirup at the 
same distance from the hive, but 
spaced at twenty feet from the former, 

Other bees were now engaged in the 
to and fro movements to this point, 
but these were not the same individ- 
uals as the green marked ones, who 
were still working on the first sup- 
ply, and he marked these in red. This 
gave two distinct sets of bees, able to 
distinguish two directions which form- 
ed a very acute angle. These facts M. 
Bonnier believes indicate a special di- 
rective sense which does not reside in 
the antennae, but probably in the cere- 
broid ganglia.

THE NATIONAL GRANGE 


Comments on Important Fea- 
. tures of the Annual Meeting. 


Proportional Representation Again De- 
feated—Outline of Resolutions Adopt- 
ed—Finances of the Grange—Election 
of Officers to Serve For Two Years. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

The forty-third anuuai session of the 
national grange, beld at Wes Moines, 
la., last month, measured up well in 
point of accomplishments witb previ- 
ous Meetiugs of the kind. ‘I'he resolu- 
tions that were adopted were. for the 
most part conceived in the highest in- 
terests of the Order, and those which 
relate to our great national policies, 
sucb as the tariff, taxation, transpor- 
tation and our larger agricultural in- 
terests, will find geveral approval by 
the state and subordinate granges. 

There was. a more geveral discus- 
sion of the resolutious wheu presented 
than usual. fewer, it seemed to us, 
were referred to committees. More 
ealled for immediate discussion and 
action. ‘he discussiou on taxation, in- 
volving the two prominent issues, 
“classitication” and “uniform rate,” oc- 
cupied nearly all of au afternoon ses- 
sion and came up on a resolution sent 
up from the Kentucky state grange 
and uot folowing the report of the 
committee on taxation, as might have 
been anticipated. While it is no doubt 
wise to refer many subjects presented 
in resolutions to committees appointed 
for their consideration, who may give 
considerable time and thought to for- 
mulating the grange position in regard 
to them, we all know that in state 
grange as well as national these com- 
mittee reports come in at the close 
of the session, and in the usual rush 
to get through and get away adequate 
discussion is rarely given a commit- 
tee’s report. We believe in discussing 
many subjects that are presented for 
the consideration of delegates at our 
state and national grange meetings 
when they are presented in the form 
of resolutions, even though they are 
afterward referred to committees. 

The matter of proportional represen- 
tation that was expected to divide the 
state masters more equally than it did 
proved to be decidedly one sided when 
the vote was taken. The Michigan 
plan of giving two additional votes for 
each 10,000 of membership above the 
first 10,000 was again presented; also 
another, known as the federal plan, 
the essence of which is that each state 
shall be entitled to representation by 
one voting member for every 10,000 
members in the state and every voting 
member shall be entitled to an alter- 
nate in case of his own absence; that 
what is known as the representative 
vote shall be used on all ordinary oc- 
casions, the state vote only when de- 
manded, and when it is demanded 
both representative and state vote 
must be cast before a measure can be 
declared carried. This combined vote 


“4s to be used at the election of officers 


and on changes in the constitution. 
Should a state be represented by only 
one person that state shall be entitled 
to one other representative to be elect- 
ed by the state grange or appointed by 
the state grange executive committee. 
Neither plan was adopted. We may 
add it is doubtful if either ever will 
be. There were many resolutions of 
large public interest adopted, and the 
reports of the committees were ex- 
ceedingly able and instructive. Postal 
savings banks and the parcels post 


| system were demanded, ship subsidies 


strongly opposed: in road improvement

“the uniform rate system found ap- 


proval, no property to be exempt; a 
committee op co-operation, national in 
scope, was appointed; protection for 
monopolies or for those who sell in 
foreign markets for less than is de- 
manded in our own was opposed; in- 
dorsement of ex-President Roosevelt's 
conservation policy was voted; liberal 
appropriations by congress for the sup- 
port of agricultural extension depart- 
ments in agricultural colleges were 
asked; $5,000 a year for two years was 
voted for the partial support of the 
national grange organ. This outlines 
brieuy only a part of the measures 
approved by the national grange. 

The finances of the national grange 
are in good shape. ‘he total assets 
were $115,821.29 on Oct. 1, and since 
that date this amount has been in- 
creased about $4,000 by dues from 
state granges that did not report pre- 
vious to Oct. 1. The pational master 
reports that no funds of the national 
grange have been lost through invest- 
ment or otherwise and that the treas- 
urer’s books had been audited every 
year by the executive committee and 
the list of securities found intact. 
These funds are invested in loans upon 
real estate to the amount of $50,795.29, 
amply secured; also $45,668.71 1s ip- 
vested in municipal and railroad bonds 
of unquestioned value, $9,020.54 is de- 
posited in savings banks and the bal- 
ance in smaller amounts in safe com- 
panies, In view of the fact that the 
management of the financial invest- 
ments of the national grange had been 
questioned and criticised, an investigat- 
ing committee was appointed which, 
after a careful examination of. the 
condition and security of the funds of 
the Order, reported that it found 
alk investments to have been wisely 
made and commended the acumen of 
the men who secured the investments.

COUNTY COMMITTEES. 


Bylaws of One Submitted For the Con- 
sideration of Others. 

The Columbia county (N. Y.) Pomona 
grange has organized a legislative com- 
mittee based on the Chautauqua coun- 
ty plan. Members of the committee 
(one. from each subordinate grange) are 
now being appointed throughout the 
county. The duties of the committee 
are to keep in communication with the 
state grange legislative committee, 
keep informed on all legislation of in- 
terest to the grange at Albany, com- 
municate such. information to each lo- 
eal grange and also to watch carefully 
county legislation by the board of su- 
pervisors so far as it affects the farm- 
ers’ interests. The executive commit- 
tee will consist of the chairman, secre- 
tary and three other members appoint- 
ed by the chairman. The good work 
done by the Chautauqua county grange 
legislative committee is an example to 
other county granges. If Pomona 
granges in other counties would organ- 
ize sucha legislative committee the in- 
fluence would enhance the farmers’ 
benefits greatly. For the information 
of others we give below the bylaws of 
the Columbia county grange legislative 
committee: i 


Section 1. This committee shall be known 
and designated as the grange legislative 
committee of Columbia county, N. Y. 

Section 2. Its membership shall consist 
of one member from each local grange in 
the county, to be elected or appointed by 
each grange annually in August. 

Section: 3, Its officers shall consist of a 
chairman and secretary, to be elected an- 
nually at the September meeting of the 
Pomona. } 

Section 4, The duties of the committee 
shall be to keep in communication with 
the legislative committee of the state 
grange, keep informed of all legislation of 
interest to the grange, communicate such 
information to each local grange through 
its representative on the committee, con- 
sider all matters properly coming before 
it and report its proceedings to each ses- 
sion of Pomona grange. 

Section 5. Regular meetings of the com- 
mittee shall be held at each session of 
Pomona grange and special meetings at 
the call of the chairman. 

Section 6. An executive committee shall 
consist of the chairman, secretary and 
three other members, to be appointed by 
the chairman. 

Section 7. Necessary expenses of the 
secretary for postage and stationery may 
be presented in a bill for payment by 
Pomona grange. \ 

Section 8 Compensation of members 
may be such as each grange in its dis- 
cretion’ may grant to its representative 
on the committee. 

Section 9. In case of the absence of a 
member this committee shall have the 
power of substitution, 


Meat Is Necessary for Health
